districts were concerned. Youngsters of. 
seven and eight years of age travelled 
across town to school, and no one thought 
that there was any danger in it. 

To-day it is necessary for mothers to 
travel to school with their children, even | 
when the school is only 500 yards “ down 
the road.” In the quietest country road 
there is a risk in allowing youngsters. to 
be there without supervision. 

In his latest book, ‘‘Ordeal in Eng- 
land,” Philip Gibbs writes rather well 
about this, but he spoils it by blaming 
motorists and the motor trade at large. 

“ There is,” he writes, “a massacre of 
the innocents in the great cities. School- 
children are particularly marked down 
for death or maiming. Their chance of 
survival is thinning out. 

“H's their own fault, say the 
motorists. They will run out into the 
road, the little devils! They will sud- 
denly dart in front of a ear going at the 
slow speed of thirty miles an hour—far 
less than an express train, and a speed 
very hindering to business and modern 
progress and the ardent spirit of youth. 
“Tf these children’s parents won't look 
after them and give them a clip over the 
ear when they run out into the roads like 
that, then, says the motor trade, they 
must get. run over. There is nothing to do 
about it. They get run over in great 
numbers.”’ 


The Blame 


HERE is no doubt. but. that the 
dangers of modern ‘traffic are playing 
havoc with the nerves of many parents. 
If a child is five minutes late for a meal 
the first, and only, assumption is that it 
has been run over by a motor car. If a 
husband says he will be home at ten 
o’clock, and does not arrive until eleven 
o 'e]ock, his wife will have spent the in- 
tervening sixty minutes wondering what 
hospital they have taken him to. 

If we are to avoid developing into a race 
of neurotics something will have to be done 
about the dangers of motor traffic. So far 
only one man, Mr. Hore-Belisha, has 
tackled the problem with any sort of 
vigour, and his reward is to be transferred 
to another Ministry. 

Traffic dangers in the Free State are 
nothing like so great as they are in 
Britain, but they are serious enough, and 
more thought should be given to the 
problem of their reduction. 

“Most of the accidents of to-day,”’ said 
the secretaty of a big motoring organisa- 
tion to me, “ are due to bad manners—bad 
manners on the part of the motorists and 
bad manners on. the part of the 
pedestrian.”’ 

There is some truth in this. Dangerous 
driving is a form of vulgarity. _ Reckless 
walking is due to ignorance, stupidity, 
recklessness or perversity. If people 
won't learn how to behave properly at 
school, at home, or from books, the courts 
will have to teach them with heavy fines 
and prison sentences.

Their 
clothes are torn and smelly, and their 
hands are dirty, and they have no homes 
and no jobs, and everybody thinks they 
are rather hopeless specimens, so the only 
thing to do is to. send them to jail.. How 
dare they have no homes and no jobs. 

Then the motorist, who has killed some 
body, appears in the dock. All sorts af 
respectably attired people spring to the 
fore — baristers, «solicitors, friends of 
prisoner—who are going to speak of his 
blameless life and unfortunate habit of 
having one over. the eight. Somehow this 
taking of life is not quite so dirty and 
disgusting as, the stea aling of some food 
for a starving family. 


Walkers to Blame 


UT sometimes it is the fault of the 

pedestrian that an accident occurs. 

The death of a motorist,may be due to 

circumstances for which: a reckless walker 

was responsible. There is not enough of 

prosecutions of dangerou#”and irrespon- 
sible walking. 

The vast majority of motorists are 
decent in their use of the roads. The 
others are no use to motoring, as a sport, 
a pastime, or merely as a means of getting 
from place to place. There is no reason 
at all why motoring journals or motoring 
writers or motor clubs should defend 
those who are a menace to them, as well 
as to the safety of other road-users. 

The drunken driver “is the chief 
criminal. But nearly as great a danger 
are those youngsters who drive through 
city streets and across dangerous road 
junctions in the country at speeds of over 
forty miles per hour. Often they are 
doing “'65,” where ' 25” would be on 
the fast side.

Ten Nations 


EN nations and 220 riders are to take 

part. For something: like ten hours 
a day they will ride 250 miles over stiff 
country, mostly in Wales. On the las!

England (or rather, Great Britain) last 
year won the International Trophy from 
Germany.

The great feature of the event, and ond 
observed in these days not only by sports.

Some idea of the significance attached 
to the Trophy event can be gathered from 
the fact that Germany’s riders include 
men from the army, from the — 
Storm Troopers and Hitler’s bodyguard 

In former years some half-dozen women 
have taken part in the individual events 
of the Six Days’ Trial, but this year, so 
strenuous and exacting has the competi- 
tion become, that only two women have 
entered. They are Miss Marjorie Cottle 
(B.S.A.) for England (a great sports- 
woman and gold medallist of previous 
trials, and Frau Ilse Thouret for Ger- 


many.

NEW RADIO STATION

New facilities for aircraft operating on 
the Dublin-Isle of Man and Belfast-Isle 
of Man services are provided by a radio 
station which has just been opened at 
Ronaldsway Airport, at the south end of 
the island. 

This station is operating on 826 metres, 
and has the call signs GJE (radio- 
telegraphy) “and Ronaldsway (radio-tele- 
phony). It will act as a communications 
and direction-finding service for all air- 
craft operating over the Irish Sea. A new 
communications area for aeroplanes has 
also been introduced for aircraft flying 
near the Isle of Man, and this takes in 
the coast of Britain from Helyhead north- 
wards to Dumfries, extending across the 
Irish Sea to within twenty miles of Cran- 
field Point, Co. Down, and then northwards 
to the Mull of Galloway. A _ controlled 
zone within a radius of ten miles of 
Ronaldsway is being used in bad weather 
conditions. 

At the present time there are three 
departures and arrivals daily between 
Baldonnel Aerodrome, Co. Dublin, and 
the Isle of Man.

The general character of the open country 
in Germany is idyllic, consisting of broad 
meadows, rolling hills, and noble forests, 
Great rivers flow through the Jand, foremost 
among which is the historic Rhine, its banks 
lined with vineyards, its high shores crowned 
with ancient castles.

THE GERMAN ALPS 

A very important section of the Alps is 
also German, The Alns of Upper Bavaria 
reach altitudes of 3,000 metres (i.e., Zug- 
_— Mountain). In the valleys are countless 
charming little mountain villages, whose 
heuses are built in the style of a Swiss 
chalet. In Berchtesgaden, at the foot of Mt. 
Watzmann (2,700 meters) stands the modest 
country house of the Fuebrer and Reich Chan- 
cellor, Adolf Hitler, All through these 
mountains, beautiful lakes of clear crystal 
water invite the summer visitor to a refresh- 
ing swim, to a row, or to a trip on one of 
the little lake steamers. Among these lakes 
may be mentioned Koenigssee, Riessersee. 
Uhiemsee, Starnhergersee, etc. Here in the 
mountains. as indeed all through Southern 
Germany, the old folk costumes, once gener 
ully worn, are still to be seen very frequently 
A Kirmess Festival, or some other folk holi- 
day, is a sight to be remembered, on account 
ot the gay coloured costumes of the peasants, 
or the “Schuhplattler’’ dance of the village 
girls and young lads to the accompaniment of 
the zither and much yodling. 

The almost infinite variety which German 
landscape and German national customs im 
dress, manners and speech, present to the 
traveller in the country, is even more marked 
when he comes to the German cities. The 
number and variety of Germany s cities, from 
the small provincial town to a world metro. 
polis, is to be found nowhere elise in the 
world. The reason for this amount of di- 
versity. lies in the lack of political unity 
which existed for centuries, until the founding 
of the German Empire in 1871, this unity 
having now been made complete under the 
‘Third Reich,’’ 
founded by Adolf Hitler. Almost every city 
possesses - own peculiar character to a 
more or less degree even to-day. There are 
buildi and monuments still to be seen 
which back’ to the days of early Nome, 
u such aosa Meio see le ng. Augsburg, 

egeasburg, , Coblence, Cologne a 
Aix. Then there are again the medieval 
and Gothie cities, the most perfectly pre- 
served being Nuremberg, besides ae 
Ninkelsbueh|, Noerdlingen, Schwaebisch-Hall, 
Freiburg and Ulm in the south, and Hilde- 
sheim, Brunswick and Hameln farther north, 
Still another group of cities belong to a later 
period, characterised by buildings of barocque 
and rococco style. This group includes 
| ó AA ». Bayreuth, Werzburg, 
Bamberg and Manich. stly, we come to 
the most modern style of city, where the 
architecture is known as '“ German style,"’ as 
exemplified in Stuttgart, Frankfurt, Cologne, 
Duesseldorf, Essen, Dortmund, Hannover, 
and, above all, Berlin, the heart of Germany 
and a metropolis of high buildings and 
modern housing settlements, of huge indus- 
trial plants and extensive transportation

system has nowhere else been carried so far 
as in Germany. For this purpose regular 
research institutes exist at most of the spas, 
such as the Kerkhoff Institute at Bad 
Nauheim, especially good in cases of heart 
disease.

“GOD’S GARDEN” 


Germany always bids its foreign visitors a 
most hearty welcome, and its cities. country 
places and cures have a charm of their own 
at all seasons of the year. It is natural, 
however, that in a country filled with forests, 
meadows, rivers and lakes, the spring and 
summer are the most auspicious seasons ir 
which to travel there. Especially favourable 
are the climatic conditions in the Rhine 
Palatinate-—‘‘ God's Garden ’’—the mountain 
region, Darmstadt and Heidelberg; the 
plains of the Upper Rhine, and Lake Con- 
stance. The cure season begins early in the 
spring and lasts until late autumn, but most 
ef the spas are opeu all winter, and the 
pleasures of a sojourn is enhanced by gay 
social life, the theatre and concerts. 

In addition to drama, opera and concert, 
all German cities pos#ess art galleries and 
exhibitions of surpassing excellence. The 
most famous of these is, perhaps, the 
Pergamon Museum in Berlin, containing the 
Pergamos Altar and the Market Gate of 
Miletus; while next in size and interest is the 
Deutsches Museum in Munich. 

Travelling in Germany is not expensive. 
It 1s true that it is very difficult to arrive at 
an average estimate of a traveller’s daily 
outlay for transportation, food, and lodg- 
ing, as all these items depend almost 
entirely on the personal tastes and require- 
ments of the individual. Foreigners may re- 
duce the cost of the trip to Germany by 
obtaining the so-called ‘registered marks,” 
which are released for travel purposes up to 
a reasonable amount. The German railways 
grant foreign tourists a 60 per cent. reduc- 
tion of fare, together with the advantage that 
such railway tickets are valid for three 
months. In addition to this reduction there 
are reduced round-trip tickets to the extént 
of 25 per cent., good for travel in the regions 
most patronised by tourists, such as the 
Black Forest, Bavaria, Saxony, ete. Since 
the considerable drop in prices which has 
taken place during the last year or so, it is 
possible to live very cheaply in Germany if 
one wants to. For 6. -Reichmarks per day 
one can live very well if one’s requirements 
are not unusual, even in the larger places. 
To get the benefits of a rate of this kind, 
however, the traveller must be willing to stay 
in the same place at least for a few days. 
Very convenient. also, are the so-called “‘ in- 
clusive rates ' at the spas and cures, These 
rates cover all expenses, taxes, fees, and 
other local charges, in addition to board and 
lodging, light, heat, and attendance. The 
rates are not granted for less than seven 
days’ stop, but may he had for longer periods 
if it is contemplated taking a cure lasting 
3-4 weeks, in the form of a ‘* Pauschal-Kur’ 
rate, including medicines, medical attendance, 
and treatment.

RESTORATION OF PEACE 
) AND ORDER 


In November, 1923, there was a debate on 
the Governor-General's address. On October 
ó the: Governor-General (Mr. Timothy Healy) 
was present in the Dail, and delivered an 
address to the deputies, in the course of 
which he reviewed the position of affairs in 
the country.

MAY BE A STRIKE

In a letter from the Irish Municipal 
Employés’ Trade Union and the Dublin Fire 
Brigade Men's Union to the Acting City 
Manager,.on Saturday, the unions indicated 
that the Dublin firemen in the five local 
stations would withdraw their labour on 
}Thursday, 22nd July, if no settlement of 
their claims regarding wages and working 
hours is reached in the meantime. 

In trade union circles the threatene} ¢is- 
pute is regarded as one of the most serions 
in recent years, in view of its nature and of 
the manner in which it would likely to extend 
to other Corporation services. 

The brigade men, who number 80, approxi- 
mately, are seeking as a minimum an increase 
of 5s, per week, together with the reduction 
in hours already offered by the Corporation, 
1.@, an average of 84 hours on duty per week, 
as against an average of 1125 hours per week 
under the old system. The new’ hours would 
be worked on the basis of 24 hours on duty 
and 24 hours off. 

Members of the brigade are not satisfied 
with the suggestion regarding hours, but it 
is uuderstood that they are prepared to accept 
them if the wages increases are also given. 

In negotiations which have been carried on 
over a period the.men were offered alterna- 
livesan ineréase of Ss. per week without 
any reduction of hours or the reduced work- 
ing time withont any increase, There is hope 
still, however that a peaccful solution of the 
difficulty will be found. 

One of the immediate results of the re- 
duction in hours mentioned would be an in- 
crease in the strength of the brigade, It is 
estimated that approximately 30 additional 
men would be employed.

In future male workers will have a starting 
wage of 138. at the age of 14 years, rising to 
60s. per week at the age of 21. Female 
workers. enfering the firm at the age of 14 
| Will start at L!s, per week. Thev will rise by 
increments to 32s. at the age of 18. The new 
working week will consist of 45 hours, over’a 
period of five days. The former working week 
| was 48 hours over six days, Tt is estimated 
that the increases will cost the firm £2,000 a 
year.

‘Towards National Sanity 


The inconclusive results of the general 
election have given the people of the Free 
State seriously to think. During the last 
fifteen years there has been far too little 
political thought in the Saorstdt, People 
have been taking their politics, like their 
religion, for granted. The divisions which 
came into being before and during the 
civil war have become more or less stereo- 
typed, and the rising generation has in. 
herited a crop of. deeply rooted prejudices 


views have been formed. There was a 
majority of only seven votes in the Second 
Dáil in favour of the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 
The country was divided almost equally 
on that vital issue, and that close division 
seems to have become even closer in the 
interval. We are approaching a situation 
analagous to that which existed for 
generations in the United States after the 
Civil War of 1861 1865. There one was 
a. Democrat or a Republican purely on 
principle, because it was a matter of 
family tradition ; here one seems to sup- 
port Mr. Cosgrave cr Mr. de Valera on 
like grounds. Nobody ever seems to 
bother much in the Free State about 
policies; it is personalities that count. 
The voters plump blindly for ‘‘ Cosgrave ”’ 
or for “Dev” ; and, although at the last 
election there was an increase in the vote 
for Labour, the mass of the population 
continues to divide its allegiance almost 
equally between the two big parties. In 
practice, a vote for an Independent candi 
date is a vote for Fine Gael. When the 
new Ddil assembles. next week we saall 
have the same old grouping. This time 
Fianna Fáil will not have even a bare 
majority of the seats, and it is quite 
possible that a condition of affairs will be 
created similar to that of ten years ago, 
when the notorious Jinks episode made 
Dáil Eireann the laughing-stock of 
Europe. Another general election—or 
twenty other elections—will make little, 
if any, difference. There can be no ques 
tion of a change in the system of pro- 
poitional representation; therefore, as 
matters stand at present, the Free State 
would seem to be condemned to a virtually 
perpetual condition of parliamentary stale- 
mate. : 
There is one way out of this difficulty, 
and only one. We realise, of course, that 
Mr. de Valera can form a Government 
with the support of the Labour Party ; 
but we are convinced that he likes that 
prospect just as little as we like it, It is 
all very well to declare that Fianna fáil 
will pursue its own policy and none other, 
Mr. Norton knows the strength of his 
position in the Ddil, and, if he supports 
the Government, he will support it at a 
price. That price will be reckoned in 
terms of new social services, as well as 
an extension of those already in force; 
and, even if Mr. de Valera should approve 
of such a bargain, we should be surprised 
if it should arride the more prudent 
Minister for Finance, From almost every 
point of view a Fianna Fáil Government, 
working at the dictation of Mr. Norton, 
would be a national misfortune, par- 
ticularly as it would do nothing to cut 
across the old political divisions, Is it 
not possible, therefore, that Messrs. de 
Valera and Cosgrave should reach some 
kind of| working agreement; or, if their 
personal relations are such as to prevent 
an understanding, might they not both 
withdraw “from the scene—at any rate, 
for a period—and give their respective 
colleagues a chance to make a fresh start?

will solve it. We do not suggest that Mr. 
Cosgrave could solve it to-moirow, or 
within the next twenty years; but his 
participation in a National Government 
would remove many of the main obstacles 
in the way of a reconciliation between 
North and South, and would lay the 
foundations upon which ultimately a 
United Ireland might be built. There re- 
mains the question of the ports. — They 
are held by Great Britain under the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty, and their possession 
is an integral part of her naval strategy. 
We do not know how His Majesty’s 
Government would regard a proposal to 
hand them over to the Free State in any 


circumstances; but we ate quite certain . 


that its attitude would be more sym 
pathetic towards a joint request than it 
would be towards a demand from Mr. de 
Valera alone. We are not concerned 
nearly so desply with the external aspect 
of a possible National Government as with 
its effect on the position at home. It 
would wipe out at a stroke the damnosa 
hereditas of the civil war. It would give 
our people new confidence in their Govern. 
ment as well as in themselves. It would 
create, as it has created already in South 
Africa, a new ideal of national service ; 
and it would prove to the world at. large 
that Irishmen are not incapable of a

A Song for Sixpence 


Surely it is a good sign of the times 
that two new editions. of Shakespeare's 
plays, at sixpence a play, are appearing. 
Each edition has been supervised by 
eminent scholars, and carries notes and 
introductions of value. They are uniform 
with series of such popular works as Mrs. 
Agatha Christie’s ‘‘ thrillers,’’ and Mr. 
Wodehouse's volumes of jolly nonsense, as 
if the publishers expected readers to turn 
from the mysterious affair at Styles to 
the yet more mysterious affair at Elsinore, 
or from the comedy of Bertram Wooster 
and his valet Jeeves (too good to be true) 
to the comedy of Sir Toby Belch and Sir 
Andrew Aguecheek. If the general 
reader of to-day is thus catholic in his 
tastes, it is well. Scholars of an earlier 
time would be more grudging in praise, 
perhaps, thinking that the mind which 
delights in modern levity never could read 
Shakespeare with due appreciation. We 
have learned to be grateful for gravity in 
snatches.. We rejoice when young people 
pick up ‘‘ Macbeth ”' for the murder, if not 
for the poetry. It is well if they stumble 
on literature even by mistake. Did not an 
early translator of Whateley’s ‘‘ Logic ’’ 
into Irish put a piece of verse at the top 
and the bottom of every page? “ What 
does the poetry mean?” the Archbishop 
asked. “Oh,” said the Gaelic scholar, 
‘that is to make the book interesting. 
People will be tempted by the little bits 
of poetry, and, bye and bye, they may read 
the stuff in between.” On this principle, 
the sandwiching of Shakespeare between 
detection and broad humour is commend- 
able.. It may be that the case is even 
better. Perhaps there has risen a new 
demand for “As You Like It” and 
“ Julius Caesar’? among readers in the 
railway train. Wearied by the cacophony 
of modern letters, the wireless and the 
cinematograph, men are turning back to 
sweet breath and a melodious song, it may 
be, and are aroused with a revived delight 
at the summons: 

Hark, hark !—the lark 


At heaven's gate sings 
And Phebus ‘gins arise. 


Let us hope that it is so, and that every 
man soon will have conned some pages of 
the ancient beauty: once again. Who 
knows ?—we may live to see Shakespeare 
acted once again to audiences of respect- 
able size and attentive bearing. How the 
poet himself would marvel if he knew that 
the day would come when no Malvolio 
walked the boards in yellow hose, cross- 
gartered, kissing his fingers to his own 
shadow; no Antony ran upon his sword 
and died under Cleopatra’s gaze amid the 
sobs of the groundlings, while yet. the 
printed plays were available to every man 
who had the price of a packet of 
cigarettes! He himself once minded horses 
for tips, it is said. It is pleasant to 
imagine him, with sixpence in his hand, 
running to the bookstall to buy “ Kiny 
Lear,” and gloat over Cordelia’s lovely 
sorrow. That privilege now belongs tu 
Tom, Dick and Harry—the very company 
for whom the plays once were acted. By 
the way, is there any Irish book, any 
novel by Carleton, any song-book by 
Mangan, any old patriotic history or jail 
journal, which can be bought for sixpence 
now? It is left to Shakespeare alone to

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TRAMWAYS VERSUS 
OMNIBUSES . 


BRIDGES AND ARTERIAL 
ROUTES 


By HORACE T. O'ROURKE 
(Member Town-Planning Institute) 


S 

A decade ago, traffic congestion at 
central points of the Dublin Munt- 
cipal area has now become acute. 
The authorities of the Garda 
Siochana have a great deal of justi- 
fication for becoming impatient at 
the dilatory consideration of this 
problem, and during the last few 
years, as the result of impatience, 
they a:e entering the field of piece- 
meal expedients in re-planning, 
always resorted to on paper for the 
physical development of Dublin. 

It will be remembered that at the 
College Historical Society a year or two 
ago a suggestion emanated from the same 
authorities for the provision of “a road 
with tram tracks under, over or through 
‘the College grounds from Pearse street to 
Leinster street,’’ and now we have the 
suggestion that “ the moving back of the 
College railings in College Green would 
effect. a much-needed improvement.”’ 
These suggestions“have more or less 
shocked thinking people, who realise that 
now in the central area hardly anything 


In an editorial on the first suggestion 
Irish Times effectively disposed of it by 
stating that it would be “a more terrible 
comment on public taste than even the 
railway bridge across the Liffey.” In his 
comments at a meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation, the Chairman of the Town- 
Planning Committee, Alderman Benson, 
T.D., whose opinion is based upon sound 
principles. in such matters, pointed out 
that the second ‘suggestion ‘‘ omitted to 
mention an important effect that might 
follow from the provision of the proposed 
new bridges in the city.” 
It may be accepted as,correct to main- 
tain that the site of Trifity College, with 
its campus or playing fields, forming an 
enclosed block of twenty-eight acres in the 
heart of a capital city, is delightful for 
tho University; but does provide a civic 
problem in the traffic planning of its cir- 
cumference. Where such problems exist 
perhaps in this case to a lesser degree 
than in other cities—the function of 
scientific planning has been resorted to 
for their solution. There can be no 
shadow of doubt but that a solution can be 
reached in Dublin which will preserve all 
the amenity of this monumental glory 
intact for the admiration of future genera- 
tions of citizens and visitors. Expert 
planning, following an understanding of 
traffic and its tendencies, can adjust the 
claims between academic seclusion and 
communal needs. 


SCIENTIFIC RELIEF 


In all great’ community centres the 
fundamental problem’ in elaborating the 
traffic plan is the laying out, or improve- 
ment, of the network of main thorough- 
fares. This must be dealt with: in 
the light of thoroughfares already in 
existence, the rapid development of traffic 
and its logical circulation, the utter in 
adequacy of slow methods of public 
transport, the development of new 
areas of growth, and. last, but not 
least, the preservation of historical 
monuments. Within this network, or 
ny is web, which Dublin represents, 
all types of communication must be in- 
cluded, and tha basic fact kept in mind 
that thirteen arterial routes converge upon 
the capital, and all of them should be 
continued to a traffic centie not yet pro- 
vided. The trouble not realised here is 
that all these arterial routes have a 
centripetal as well as ‘a centrifugal 
character. The scientific relief for these 
routes, within a certain circumference, is 
circumferential, or cross-town, routes. In 
Dublin we see that through traffic carried 
through the centre of the area over 
burdens certain streets, and causes 
serious congestion at bottle-necks, Lezgiti- 
mate traffic in the central area suffers 
encumbrance from through ‘traffic, say, 
from Drumcondra to Kathmines, cr 
vice-versa, 


NEED FOR RE-PLANNING 


Attention to the adequate bifurcation of 
arteria] routes at the fringe of the urban 
area is a method of relief to the inner 
circle always adopted in scientific planning, 
but this cannot be done by a local sur- 
veyor. A deflection of traffic eastwards, 
so obvious already, has been caused by the 
steep gradients in the neighbourhood of 
Christ Church and the old town, bringing 
about a kind of spinal curvature in the 
axis of the city on the Rotunda-Trinity 
College line, with the natural consequence 
of congestion in the eastern area. nlike 
the central areas of most large towns, 
Dublin has, fortunately, in. this area 
streets of adequate width, but which must 
accommodate vehicles with widely different 
speeds, and horse-drawn vehicles as well 
as tramcars lessen their traffic capacity by 
ten, or even fifteen, fold. 

It is a common sight to see a horse-drawn 
lorry ambling across College Green, or ten 
tramcars standing in the late hours of the 


land street and College Green. Traffic 
regulations in no other capital city out- 
side this country would rmit such 
obstruction. It is somewhat difficult 
to deal with transport and not be 
led into questions more germane to 
police supervision. Adequate notice hav- 
ing been given, horse-drawn traffic should 
be gradually prohibited from the Coll 
Green area during certain hours of the 
day. Its persistence generally in Dublin 
is due to the fact that it is cheaper for 
commercial purposes than petrol-driven 
traffic. 

The traffic problem cannot be cured ‘or 
much ameliorated by regulations, as 
other cities have alteady found, as they 
have reached the limit of traffic regula- 
tion many years before the saturation 
point of motor vehicle use, The Garda 
authorities must, therefore, be impressed 
by the fact that re-planning only will 
ive permanent relief, notwithstanding

Mrs. Georgina Thompson, the 48-year-old 
daughter of the ‘‘Queen’’ of a well-known 
band of Hampshire gipsies, was buried in the 
presence of 108 relatives at Golden Common, 
Hampshire. on ‘Saturday evening.

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LONDON STOCK MARKET FEATURES 


SOME FAVOURABLE INFLUENCES 
A BETTER OUTLOOK

It is an indication of returning confidence 
in Stock Exchange securities that markets are 


now more intluenced by favourable circum- 
Stances, and these have been rather more 
numerous of Jate. There is a more hopeful 
feeling that the Spanish problem will be 
solved without a greater clash of interests 
than is now being experienced, while the de- 
cision of the Congress Party in India to take 
office in six provinces is considered an im- 
portant bull point. The labour situation in 
America appears to be less serious, and, 
lastly, there is abundant evidence of increas- 
ing activity in trade in this country. This 
evidence is provided by the balance sheets of 
the banks that have been published so far, the 
bankers’ clearing returns, and the excellent 
home railway traffic record for the first half 
of this year. In additional, annual reports 
of big industrial enterprises, such as the Dis- 
tillers Co., continue to show excellent, if not 
record, results, and there is no likelihood of 
anything approaching a condition of dear 
mouey for some time to come. 


HOME SECURITIES 


It is to be noted that the recent rally in 
prices largely centred in home stocks. British 
Government securities have been supported 
bY & quiet investment demand whieh did not 
abate when War Loan and 34 per cent. Con- 
version rose to over par. The L.C.C. 34 per 
cent. scrip, which changed hands at 2 below 
the issue price of 1004 soon after dealings in 
it began. has now recovered to slightly over 
1004, and the discount on Anciealis 34 per 
cent., underwriters of which were left with a 
large proportion of the amount, is gradually 
disappearing. The gilt-edged market retained 
its firmness when the Cape Town Loan of 
£1,850,000 in 35 per cent. stock appeared, 
though this may co'npete somewhat with cer- 
tain existing securitics. The greater strength 
of Home Rails is a welcome feature, and it 
is not wholly due to the excellent traffics.

Another sign of returning confidence is 
the activity in new capital issues, For the 
most, part, the offers meet with a good recep- 
tion, and, undoubtedly, many more are being 
prepared. It is scarcely likely, however, that 
the circumstance will make any big difference 
to the Stock Exchange. - Where underwriters 
are left with a substantial portion of a new 
loan. the. usual procedure is to sell other 
securities in order to take it up. Happily, 
this procedure is not often ‘necessary, 
against a few failures in the new issue 
market can be set several unqualified. suc. 
cesses such as the recent issue of Imperial 
Airways new shares. ‘When the Cape Town 
Loan 1s out of the way some further home 
municipal issues may be expected, especially 
as the L.C.C. scrip is no longer obtainable 
at below its issue price. The future is not 
likely to see many more issues for companies 
interested directly or indirectedly in arma- 
ment work, 


OILS 


Optimistic views are taken of the outlook 
for oil shares. The industry was very pros- 
perous last year, and this condition has con- 
tinued so far-during this year. The crude 
oil industry in America is now on a better 
footing, and consumption there established a 
high record in the first half of 1937. It is 
possible that the price of petrol will be 
further advanced before long. 

_Among shares believed to be worth atten- 
tion are Burmahs, partly because of the 
greatly. strengthened position by reason 
of the increased holding of ‘Anglo-Iranian 
shares, consequent upon the bonus issue by that 
company.

Dearer Living in France 

Prices in France, like those in Britain, have 
been rising, but whereas the general cost of 
living in Britain has risen 8 per cent. n.a 
year (according to the Ministry of Labour), 
some items of food in France have risen by 
more than one-third in six months. Com- 
parisons of actual bills paid by large con- 
simers like restaurant proprietors show 
alarming increases. Fillet of beef has risen 
by more than one-third since December and 
Jandary. At the beginning of the year the 
price per kilo (2.2 lb.) was 18 francs (about 
ás. 4d.), whereas to-day ti price is 25 francs 
(4s. 8d.). Leg of mutton increased in the 
same six months from 18 francs to 22 francs, 
shoulder of yeal from 16 to 22 francs, kidneys 
from 26 ta 34 francs, boiling beef from 14 to 
20, salt beef from 6.50 to 10.60 francs. Pork 
chops which weve 14 francs ave now 19 francs. 
Salad oil—largely used in France—has risen 
in only three months from 4,20 francs per 
kile to 6 or 7 frances, This oil, which is 


distinct from olive oil, is sold by weight. 


Those yard-long loaves which are so familiar 
to British visitors were selling at the end of 
last year at 1.60 francs.(33d.) for the quartern 
Now the price is 2.35 (5)d.). A good roasting 
chicken now costs 35 francs—at Christmas 
the price ranged from 18 to 22 francs, Sugar 
used. to be 3.20 francs per kilogram—now it 
is 4.20 francs.

While in our own country we have 
not adopted that form of Government, and 
pray heaven that we never may, in certain 
respects it seems to me that there 1s 
inadequate regard in this country for the 
sacredness of human personality. ; 

“ According to the latest calculations, 
1,300,000 persons are registered as unem- 

loyed. e great tragedy of this for the 

est man seems to be that he is‘ consCious 
that he is not wanted, that, the State has no 
use for him, and has very little regard for 
him; that he is hardly a person, but only & 
statistic, 

‘‘For us to acquiesce in the theory that 
this is to be a permanent feature of. our 
British civilisation would he rank pessimism 
and infidelity to this truth of the sacredness 
of human personality on which I insist. — 

‘‘On the one hand, the-totalitarian State 
insults man by claiming ,the whole of him, 
conscience, mind and everything, so he loses 
his personality; while, on the other hand, 
any State which would acquiesce in the 
permanent unemployment of 1,500,000 of its 
citizens insults a man by wanting nothing. 

““For my own part, I cannot believe that 
the British people, with their traditional love 
of freedom, will ever tolerate the establish- 
ment of a totalitarian State in this country, 
and the idea that the human being is only a 
kind of cog in the machinery of society. 

““H ever a Dictator should raise his head 
in this country, it will be for such as you, 
my brothers, to put him down at once.”’

SERVICE 


Sir Kingsley Wood, Minister of Health, 
speaking at a National Government 
* sac BOA at wg ge | er on Saturday, 
said that on, August 1 there would be in 
operation for the first time throughout the 
greater part of the country a comprehensive 
service of salaried midwives. 

In the majority of the limited number of 
areas outstanding the delay would only be a 
short one. It was, with the continuous 
improvement of the local maternity services, 
a real first-line attack on the difficult and 
obstinate problem of maternal mortality. The 
service was designed to secure for every 
mother whatever her circumstances the help 
of a qualified midwife, and also greatly to 
improve the status and conditions of the 
midwifery profession. 

He desired to make it plain, however, that, 
although these and other steps were necessarv 
in order that motherhood might reach a hi 
level of safety, the number of women who 
died in childbirth was relatively small. 
There. was no need for fear, for 
fear was an enemy of iife. The 
young married woman could be told with 
confidence that, if she was a normal healthy 
woman and would take the ordinary. aná 
sensible precautions advised by her doctor 
or the ante-natal centre, there need be no 
anxiety. 


SAFETY FOR MOTHERS 


The disturbing circumstance was not that 
the number of maternal deaths was itself 
high, but that the mortality rate was higher 
than it should be. We were renewing and 
redoubling our attack on the problein cf 
maternal mortality so as to bring this country 
into a position when we could say that 
motherhood was safer here than anywhere

GAELIC LEAGUE CRITICISM 
Cu Uladh (Mr. P. T. MacFhionnlaoich), 


President of the Gaelic League, in opening a 
feis at Balbriggan ÁN AT say speaking in 
Irish, said that’ it would be only just that 
the Irish language should have certain 
privileges, and should be placed first in a 
great deal of our work. e new Constitu- 
tion did not provide this, and he hoped that 
it would soon be altered. 

It was clear that we need not expect heroic 
measures in the present Dail. He had little 
doubt that it would be as non-Gaelic in 
outlook: as it was in speech. At the recent 
election campaign, he said, they had had un- 
limited talk, mostly in English, but they had 
heard very little during the campaign about 
the Irish language, and of how it concerned 
the nation. It would surprise the people of 
the district to hear that, even in the 
Gaeltacht, English had been largely ‘used 
during the campaign, and little interest was 
taken in the question as to whether future 
T.D.’s should be Irish-speaking or not. Some 
deputies were speakers of Irish, but their 
election had net been due to that fact. It 
was very important that the Dail should he 
Gaelic, and if the people of the country were 
in earnest, one of the first things they would 
do would be to Gaelicise the legislative 
machine. It would be comparatively eas 
to do it. There were many speakers of Irish 
scattered throughout the country who, he 
thought, would make quite as good T,D.'s 
as those who did not speak Irish. According 
te his reckoning, there were 17 or 18 speakers 
of Irish in the Dail out of 138 members; or 
about, one-seventh. Surely that number was 
not enough. 

“I don’t think,” he added, “that it would 
hurt anybody if provision were made, say, in 
the new Constitution, that the highest officials 
in the Government, from the President down, 
should, after.a short period of five years, be 
disqualified unless they could do their work 
in Írish.” The same should be applied to 
the highest officials in the public service, in 
the Law Courts, and so on. 

He was convinced, he said, that the drive 
for Irish would not come from the Irish- 
speaking districts. The Irish-speaking people 
had been too long under the harrow. They 
were too poor and too weakened, both by 
their history and economic corftlitions, and 
they did not seem to him to have that respect 
for their own tongue that would tend to 
bring it back again. He had come to the 
conclusion that the Irish language would be 
restored through Dublip and ee other large 
cities and ‘towns.

RECONSTRUCTION OF THE 
MARIINSK CANAL 


The Commissariat of Water Transport of 
the U.8.S.R. has drawn up. a scheme for 
the thorough reconstruction of the Mariinsk 
canal system, connecting the Baltic Sea and 
the Volga River. The scheme forms part of 
the Five Year Plan, and work on it will 
be commenced next year. 

The reconstruction of the Mariinsk canal 
water system and the construction of the 
projected Volga-Don Canal will complete the 
lan to connect up the five seas—the White, 

altic, Caspian, Black and Azov Seas—of 
which the tic-White Sea Canal and the 
Moscow-Volga Canal were the first links. 
The lake canals of the Mariinsk system will 
be thoroughly rebuilt. The reconstruction, 
estimated to cost. 1,520 million roubles, will 
reduce to less than a third the time required 
for ships to go between Rybinsk and Lenin- 
rad. Whereas at present it takes 35 days 
or loaded vessels to make the voyage each 
way, by 1942 the single journey will take 
ten days. The carrying capacity of the 
system will be increased eightfold. Shipping 
will be further facilitated by the elimination 
of the 44 small locks of miscellaneous types. 
They will be replaced by nine deep-water 
locks with the latest technical equipment. 

The water resources of the system will act 
as a powerful reserve for the Volga. A 
hydro-electric power station with a capacity 
of 60,000 kw. will be built on the waters
